T.M. Gardiner said M of fleers, ronveried 
on several Zodiac-type craft at daybreak as the marijuana 
was beln^ off-loaded from two vessels, the M-melre 
riiemvn and the ll-meire WealAerly, believed to be a 
formerTrderaJ fisheries department vessel. 

Gardiner said he did not know where the boats loaded 
(he cargo, but the marijuana was believed to be from Co¬ 
lombia. 

He said Ottawa headquarters had confirmed that the 
seizure was the largest ever In Canada. 

The marijuana was not believed destined for local eon 
sumption but for a syndicate operating In the Prairie prav- 
inces and Kasiem Canada. 

Gardiner said RCMP were assisted by Canadian Armed 
Forrey aircraft and deslrovan in the operation 


U.-Cnidr Richard Pepper, infomialion officer at CFB 
Ksquimalt, said (he two boats were monitored by two 
Comos-basod Argus kmg-rangr patrol aircraft when they 
entered Canadian waters early Friday aflemoon. 

The Ksquimalt-based destroyers HMCS Kootena.v and 
HMCS Terra Nova were on hand in a surveillame capac 
ity when the arrests were made.

The other 11 were flown back to Pat Bay Airport by an 
RCMP aircraft and lodged In police cells to await an ap 
pearance before a Justice nf the peace on. a charge of con¬ 
spiracy lo Import drugs.

House blast 
fatal for one 


EDMONTON (CPi—One 
person was kilird and two 
others Injured when a house 
rspladed Saturday in'a rcsi 
denlial section of Ihr rfly. 

Police said one house was 
levelled and Iwo others were 
heavily damaged in the blast, 
which was reported lo hove 
shattered wio^ws in build¬ 
ings blocks away from Ihr 
scene. r 

The body of the viclim was 
not Identified 

The property, in the city's 
southeastern districi. was m 
gulfed In flames and smoke 
after Ihe Mast, and a fire 
department spokesman said 
tbe blast might have been 
caused by a natural gas Irak 
•ge. 

Two persons who live in a 
house beside Ihe demolished 
one were taken to kospltal for 
treatment and later raised. 

The walls of the houses on 
either side of the demolished 
one were blown hi by Ihe 
Mast. 

Both houses were also se¬ 


verely damaged by fire

lenby, owner of the stucco 
bungalow which exploded, 
was repoitad lo be away al 
the time of the blast The 
whereabouts of his wife.

cizing eWnesa residents ef 
Vietnam. 

Vietnam saM Saturday that 
China'was using Cnmbodla ns 
its tool for plans to conquer 
ill of Southeast Asia in pur- 
suH of worM hegemony 

In an especially Miter com 
meniary In Ihe official news 
paper Nha* Dan, Vietnam 


pledged to stop China's 
southward expansion. 

The Chinese paper said 
Hanoi officials were guilty of 
"despica'Me conduct in whip¬ 
ping np a large-scale and Sin¬ 
ister anti-China campaign. 
■ rousing national hatreds 
and poisoning the relations 
between the Iwo countries " 

The dispatch expressed Ihe 
hope that Vietnam w'ould 


“put in end to demigogic 
propaganda igiinst China 
before It is too late." and 
Hanoi officials would "do 
some honest things, condu¬ 
cive te Ihe Improvement of 
releUons."

London talks

Carter provoking confrontation—gravda - 

Moscow warns U,S.in dissidents’case 


LONDON (L'Pl)-Th» 
L'.S.-lsraoli-Egyplian peace 
lalks scheduled ts begin nfxt 
week have been moved away 
from London, apparently be¬ 
cause of feared attacks by- 
Arab terrorists, the British 
governpient announced 
today. 

"it will still be in Britain 
but I am not sure » hether the 
final decision has been made 
where to hold it. I am sure it 
will not be far from London. " 
said a spokesman for Prime 
Minister James Callaghan. 

Secretary of Slate Cyrus 
Vance and foreign ministers 
Moshe Dayan of. Israel and 
Ibrahim Kamel of Egypt 
were to meet In London Tues 
' day and Wednesday to try to 
break the logjam that has 
stalled Middle East peace ef 
forts since January. 

The conference was to have 
been held at the modern 
Churchill Hotel near the O 
Emhassy, but the British 
spokesman said It was derid¬ 
ed the hotel was unauiiible 
mainly for aecurlty and ad 
miniatrative reasons." 

In New York, ABC-TV 
News and The New York 
Times reported Callaghan 
asked Vance to shift the 
meeting because of intelli 
genre reports that showed In¬ 
creased activity by potential 
Arab terrorists in Britain and 
fears of a raid. 

l,ondon has a large Arab 
population, and Palestine and 
other Middle East terrorists 
have been blamed for a num 
ber of assassinations of Arab<^ 
figures in the city In recent 
years. 

Two Iraqis are currently 
before the lower courts on 
charges of fatally wounding 
former Iraqi prime minister 
Abdul Razzak Nayeff outside 


the Intercontinental hotel 
last Sunday morning. 

A British Foreign Office 
spokesman said he had no 
information on the new site. 
“All I can tell you Is that Jt 
has been decided to change 
the venue for reasons of pro 
dence and general admlnis- 
irative convenience." he 
said 

The offltials declined to 
comment on the security 
question or whether the talks 
will be delayed until the new 
location ts found 


MOSCOW fReuter)—The 
Soviet Union on Saturday 
coupled a bitter condemna¬ 
tion of Jailed dissident Analo-, 
ly Shcharansky with a warn¬ 
ing that President Carter’s 
human rights campaign was 
leading toward Soviet-Amerl-' 
t an confrontation. 

In Bonn, a Carter spokes¬ 
man said his adminlNtration 
would try to obtain a rrdiir- 
UoB in the l)-year sentence 
Imposed on Nhcharansky 

An authoritative commen¬ 
tary in all Soviet newspapers 
lumped Shcharansky to 
gether with office worker An 
atuly Filatov, who was sen 
teiiced Friday to be shot for 
espionage. It denounced 
them both as "crimfnals. 
traitors to the homeland and 
spies." 

A separate report in Prat 
da. the Communist parts 
daily, said the Carter admin 
istration was in danger of 
ending up like an .angler 
caught on his own hook. 

"The campaign of interfer 
ence 1n the Internal affairs of 
socialist countries. . .Is be¬ 
coming an uneontrollabla 
process, a tide which is car 
rying those who swim in It 
toward the cliffs of confron 
lation." it said. 

Both articles were clearly 
Intended to lay down the 
Kremlin line after a momen¬ 
tous week of trials which saw 
three di-Tsidents — 
-Shcharaiisky. Alexander 
liinzburg and Lithuanian 
Viktor Pelkuv—receive lung 
sentences 

All three were members of 
dissident groups set up to 
monitor 3ovlet complians* 
with the human rights provi- 
skms of the 1*75 HelsinJil ac¬ 
cords. 


But Soviet newspa^rs rw- 
ferred only to Shcharansky, 
who was tenlenced to 13 
years In prison and labor 
camp on barges of spying 
and anti-Soviet activity, and 
U> Filatov. 

Western diplomats said 
theta was also a clear mes¬ 
sage for the West—that Mos¬ 
cow would not be swayed by 
foreign backing for political 
dissidents 

There was speculation that 


the United States might try to 
work ant an exchange In 
which Shcharansky and fel¬ 
low dissident Alexander 
(Hnzburg would be traded for 
two SovW citizens arrested 
on spy charges in New Jer¬ 
sey. 

No' other details of a pos- 
sible exchange were avail¬ 
able. but ABC News reported 
from Washington that Carter 
had apparently accepted a 


Soviet proposal for the ex¬ 
change . 

The two Soviets arrested In 
New JersOy are VaMik Alek¬ 
sandrovich Enger, 3*. and 
Rudolph Petrovich Cher- 
nyayev, 43. both employees of 
the United Nattons.-The two, 
accused of accepting U.S. de¬ 
fence secrets from an Ameri¬ 
can Navy officer who was 
co-operating with the FBI, 
were releas^ last month into 


the custody ef the Soviet am¬ 
bassador to Waahington. An, 
atoly Dobrynin, but U.S. offi¬

- A matter 
of motivation 

THE COACH Is an Important person In our 
soriely. He or she la a teacher, i^oeen to ithow 
the way for others, usually ynunii people. 

Sometimes the coach, particularly in little 
leagues, gets the job because no one else will 
take It. But that really doesn’t reduce the Impor 
tance of the job. 

The coach teaches more than physical skiHs. 
His players iend to absorb his. philosophy, 
his sense of Values, hhafs Impoiiant to him. 
becomes important to them. Perhaps that's the 
most critical measurement In choosing a coach. 

Most coaches are keen. They very much 
want to win. This passion brings them face to 
face with a common problem — how to motivate 
the team? Game after game, through good times 
and bad. how .to get the team “up" for the 
game? It's nothing less than group therapy, the 
subtle business of psychology, and for every 
coach It is an awesome, sometimes terribly 
frustrating, challenge. 

Richard AUgIch Is a soccer coach in Austra¬ 
lia. At least he was. To motivate his team, ha 
showed the players films of Naal war atrocities 
at Auschwita during the Second World War, 
of Jewish prisoners being shot and buried in 
mass graves. Then he told his players to imagine 
they had a son, daughter, wife or mother in such 
a death camp. They ware told to go onto the 
playing field imagining they could avenge the 
death of a loved ooe by winning the game: 

"I don't believe that's a matter of taking 
things loo far," he argued. "It's all a matter of 
motivation.'' 

The public protest which followed haa led 
coach Alagich to resign. Indeed he should 
have. His technltpie is syhat moot of us would call 
sick. But what tickness? It la the sickness 
common to many coaches, summarized by one 
of the must successful of them, Vince Lombardi, 
when he said: "winning Isn't everything — It’s 
the only thing." 


Two rivals 
and a compromise 

IT I.S AN EVENT to hear of two departments of 
government with opposing interests that are 
actually working together for the greater good. 

But that appears to be what is happening on 
the Eraser River: where the federal fisheries 
service works to keep the rivtr undlaturbod for 
lalmoo while the public works ministry conducts 
dredging to malnt^n ship navigation. 

There are not many activities more damag¬ 
ing to migrating fish than dredging. But the two 
department! hava actually worked out a rontlne 
trying to fairly meet their confllctiag inter¬ 
ests. 

The liver it a riitlcal pipeline for salmon. It 
prodncea an annual average commercial catch 
of 4.1 million aockeye, a.i million pinks, loO.ON 
coho and i.t 'million chuma. The salmon catch 
ortginating in the Eraser system had an estimat¬ 
ed value of $M million In 1V7<. 

But o nly one per cent of salmon fry can 
survive a ride through the .suction system of a 
dredging operation. .So from March IS to June I 
each year, the mos.t important time for down¬ 
stream salmon migration, the dredges are kept 
out of the liver. 

The rest of the time, flsheiits observers are 
stationed aboard the dredge*. They check any 
fish screened out of dredged material. More than 
10 fry per hour for two successive hours are 
enough to shut the dredge down fur the remin¬ 
der of ihe shift. Tha same rule applies If a sudden 
cluster of fish, about 20 fry at a time, are caught. 

Which interest — fishery or shipping — 
should be paramount on the liver? That's an 
argument which could go on forever. It's very 
much a matter of opinion. The fact Is that 
something close to equitable treatment for 
divergent Interests has been achieved by fi¬ 
sheries and public works. A kind-word or two is 
in order. Good show. 

There must be other examples of practical 
co-operation between the many tentacles of gov¬ 
ernment. It would be encouraging to hear about 
them.

Not only tft the democraciea 
cold-ihouldcring Ihe meder 
ale blacks who seek demo¬ 
cratic majority rule by 
peaceful means, but Ihty 
support the Mantlat "patri¬ 
otic front'* whose forelgn- 
bnaed gqcrrilla bands try to 
impose one-party dictator¬ 
ship by vinlence and terror.

From Prince Rupert to Houston many of Ihe klkimeires 
were lonely, the townsites far apart. From Houston to 
Prince George Is still far from suburbia but the communi¬ 
ties, often Just a cluster of hotues around a gas pump, com* 
with greater frequency. 

Perow, Topley, Decker Lake, Bums Lake, Tlntagel, 
Endako, Fraser Lake, Fort Fraser, VandCrboof. 

Most, even Ihe smallest, appear fairly well done by. 
Houses are trim, gardens well kept, the car has a paid-for 
look about It. 

Except Bums Lake. H'a crumbflng sidewalks and gen¬ 
erally shabby appearance give It the look of a town waiting 
(or someone to do something for It. 

VANDERHOOF, WITH ITS heavy Menrnmlte popula 
tion, has (he look of a town that decided not to wail for 
someone to do something but got on with the job Itself It 
marks the difference belween depression and prosperity. 

Back up the road tIO kilometres, Houston had left that 
same Impression and just before I left that small commu¬ 
nity. Art Gloslee, development superintendent for Ihe B.C. 
Development Corporation, confirmed that feeling. 

Hr had been in Houston to watch the first log pushed 
through a new sawmill conceived by the locals 11 months 
ago and moving into production far the flrat time Ihe day 
before I left. 

Gloslee says, with tome pride, that there are still a few 
mugh edges to work on but that by mM-AugusI the mill will 
be in full production and ready (or a cabinet minister to rut a 
ribbon and push an officini opening button. 

In the shadow of Mac and Bio. Crown Zellerback or B .C. 
Forest Products, the Houston mill would not rale a notice. In 
the north country it means tidier lawns, new paint on the 
house, and a generally belter way of life. 

IN FACT, FROM PRINCE RCPERT 10 Terrace to 
Smilhers to Houston to Vanderhoof to Prince George, Ihe 
belter way of life seems to be already here. There are 
complaints, but they aren't loud. 

Nobody appears lo be driving old can her*. The 1971 
Pinto driven by (his reporter, with all Us (ail end frailties, 
.appears to he Ihe oldest model on Ihe road by several years. 

Campers, trailers, small mobile homes are on Ihe road 
in greater numbers than ever before. In Prince George the 
sales lots are full of the newest, latest models and are even 
inspected on a wet .Saturday night by Conservative MP 
Frank oberle and his wife. 

Uberle reluctantly admits that somebody, somewhere, 
must be doing something right because Prince George does 
not have the appearance of a city on the brink of economic 
ruin. He adds, looking at a deluxe home on wheels, “1 really 
want one of these, would really like one. But I can't afford 
It." 

Nor ran (hit reporter, but hundreds of people In Prince 
George and the Prince Grorge marketing area can and are 
buying the units to take (hem on their travels each year. 

THERE ARE FOl R provincial electoral areas between 
Prince Rupert and Ihe central cog in the northern wheel. 
Prince George. 

Prince Rupert has the NDP's Graham Lea. As you head 
inland you move Into Cyril Shelford's Social Credit riding of 
Skeena, then into Jack Kempf't Omineca and finally Into 
Howard Lloyd's Fort George.

DETROIT (API — MuslanK and Maierirk. t»o iil' 
tha moat aaceoiisful North AmriiraR ran ever inim 
diiced, arc liamcs that alto applied to the man at Ford 
Motor Co. who vired them, Lw lacocca. 

Like the "pony" rirv and youth-oriented marfcel.hc . 
rrootad, laeocca, president of Ford from ivn until hiv 
outler Thunday, waa known as a brash, dynamic and- 
hard-drtvtnf auto executive. 

In a bnaineu that Mollies aggre.ssivenevs. drtermi- 
natlod and total dedkatloo to the job, he was known by 
subordlnatat at an In¬ 
terna, fearsome man who 
couM be euphoric In auc- 
ceia and a whlp-cracklnf 
terror'srhen thinfs went 
awry. 

Hia tcfary at Ford will 
bo aa a super salesman 
and marketing genius be¬ 
hind the ItM introduction 
of the Mustang, Detrolt'a 
first low-pric^, sporty 
car. It waa Immensaly 
popular and gave rise to a 
new generation of perfor¬ 
mance-minded buyers 
and many Imitations 
seeking a piece of the iMfilCCM 

econony-wlth-a-muscle market. 

The Mustang, followed by the Maverick and then 
Pinto, catapulted lacocca to the lop of worM's second 
largest auto company In IPTt at the tender age of ta. 

In IMi. after lacocca became a vice-president, "half 
the people In the company dMn't know whn he was and 
the other half couldn’t pronounce his name," said one 
associate. 

Five years later, after the successful dehut of the 
Mustang, “tha worst that wu saM of him was ihal he 
wouM be president or fired," the associate saM.

A tall. Imposing figure with a rugi^ fare and 
piercing dark eyes, lacocca was bom Udo Anthony on 
Oct. It, int. In Allentown, Pa. His father, Monla. an 



immigrant from southern Italy, named hia son after 
the famous Venitian rcsorL LMo Beach. 

Lee's first tie with Ford was through his falfter's 
thriving Ford car rental concern. "I suppose It was 
partly because my father bad-'always lyeen grontly 
Interested in automobiles and because I was io- 
' fluaneadby family friends who were Ford dealers," he 
once saM. 

lacocca graduated from Lehigh I'niversity with a 
degree in iiMustrial engineering. He later got o mas¬ 
ter's degree In mechanical engineering at Princeton. 

In lata, he Joined Ford as a student engineer In 
Dearborn at Ford's woiHd headquarters. After nine 
months, he shocked his superiors by turning down an 
opportunity as an automatic iransmlsaloa engineer 
and requesting a position in sales. He transferred 
to Ford's Chester, Pa., distiict sales office. 

In 119a, he became assistant manager In Philade 
phla. It was a poor sales year for the industry. So. to 
stimulate busine.ss. he is said to have come up with a 
protnotion called "9a for 90"—a lOU Ford for (90 a 
month on the Instalment plan. Sales Jumped and 
-caught the eye of Robert McNamara, then Ford 
DIvIsItm' general manager, who extended the “la- 
I'occa plan" for the entire country. 

His reward was a return to Dearborn and Job as 
manager of truck marketing, where McNamara later 
said he was "worth his srel^ In goM.” 

la IM, at age 90, he was named general manager of 
the Ford Division and a company vice-president. 

The promotion was not a sur^se. In fact. It was 
part oTl career timetable drawn up by lacocca. whose 
ruihlessnesa, some subordinates saM, was matched 
only by his ambllion.

Chretien said In a news release Friday that pre¬ 
liminary details of the Aug. 15 Issue will be made 
public July 28. The proceeds of the offering will be 
used fur general spending by Ihe federal government.

Despite encouragement 
from Shelagh Day, Vancou¬ 
ver's equal opportunities offi¬ 
cer, the fire chiefs say 
women virtually have no 
chance of becoming profes¬ 
sional firefighters, and In 
fact, very few have aven 
bothered to apply. 

Day hat bMn pushing to 
get local fire departmenta to 
change current hiring prac¬ 
tices, but the fire chiefs 
maintain that women won't 
be able to meet the exacting 
physical standards. 

West Vancouver fire de¬ 
partment recently advertised 
four vacancies and got 1ST 
applications. Only one was 
from a woman, but she was 
Uw young. 

“As far as we are con- 
cented the Job la open and If 
women meet all the quallflca- 
tlons and physically they are 


iht team, they can be hired," 
said firs chief Colin Evans. 

"It's not Uka sitting at a 
typewriter and typing, or 
even Ilka a policeman, walk¬ 
ing around with a gun on his 
bolt. We're talking about 
heavy equlpmanl: Smoke tn- 
halatora, air parks, ladders 
and the rest of It." I

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A summer 
of decision 
for Trudeau 

OTTAWA (CP) — Prime MInMer Trudeau will have a 
qirtet AukuvI to determine whellier he wantj to hold an 
election thh fall or »alt for sprinit. 

The prime minister attended his last rablnel session 
before .Septtimbrr Thursday and his office said he has only 
two public functions scheduled for the rest of the sum¬ 
mer 

' lie leaves today fur the economic summit meetliiit In 
Bonn, t\’pst (iormanys And he goes to the Kdmonton Com- 
munwealih Games Aug. 3-4. 

Other than that there ds nothing on his official calen¬ 
dar until the cabinet meeting of Sept. 3. He Is keeping se- 
• cret his vacation plans. 

During that perltid hr will have much to think about and 
to talk with his advisers on Speculation that he will 
opt for a fall election is growing, despite his attempts to 
dampen It. 

Hrcent developments have provided a boost for the 
speculation. They Include' 

• The most recent Gallup public opinion pull says the 
spread between the Liberals and the Conservatives has In¬ 
creased. 

• The Liberals are reported to have commissioned a 
new private pull to test their popularity. The prime minis¬ 
ter's office has refused to comment on the report. 

• The Conference Board in Canada piWIcted Thursday 
that unemploymeni will reach more than nine per cent next 
year. The prime minister may want to get an election out of 

the way before those figures 
ran be reached. 

If the prime minister did 
opt for a fan election, It prob¬ 
ably would be held Oct. IS, 
when eight byelectlons now 
are scheduled. He would call 
such an election In August. 

There also Is speculation 
that Trudeau will decide to 
shuffle his cabinet before 
rarllament sits again Oct. 10, 
or before an election. 

He has a stock answer to 
questions about an election 
date—it wiii be between now 
and next July. He must cali 
an eiection by then. 

He punted some Liberats 
in Vancouver recently by 
saying that be frets they want 
• an earty eirctioa and "we Witt 

win it." He didn't say what he 
meant by that. 

. Speculators are wondering if there is significance in the 
fact that he has suggested a first ministers meeting Sept 
13-13 to discuss ronslitullonal change. 

Would hr seek such a meeting if an election campaign 
was expected at that time? 

Last May Trudeau scrubbed a spring election when the 
.Gallup showed that the Conservatives and Liberals were 
equal. 

He sought then to slop election speculallnn. When he 
wa.s asked by reporter why he fell that a spring. ISTP, elec¬ 
tion was more likely than one In the fall, he said: 

“I really wish everybody Would forget about elections 
now that we have bad really two false starts and tay the 
' day tbe wriu are Isaued, 'Gee, the eleclion It on; let's 
start running."’ 

But then ha acknowledged that there was a po.ssibllily of 
a fall election. 

Trudeau had some advice for reporters la May that Is 
not being accepted: 

"You people do net want te Interrupt your vacations or 
Job of writing aerlous commentary about the govern- 
Jnent and the situation at hand.”

Al¬ 
ready one eon notice a shift In 
Ihe iaraell tourism map- the 
number of North American 
tourista ti declining and Ihe 
number of European visitors 
Is conalantly rising. 

AT THF, SAME time, one 
could notice last year another 
shift In the pajlfm of lourisnv 
10 Israel. The proportion of 
Jewish visitors Is declining. 
Before Ihe Six-Day War in 
Jupc IM7. about tS per cent of 
all travellers lo Israel were 
Jews. After the war. when Ihe 
CMd aty of Jeruaalem. Jeriro 
and othor historical places in 
the West Bank were opened 
10 Jewish visitors, ihia ratio 
wai reversed. However, 
under the current trend, Jew¬ 
ish tourists again are becom¬ 
ing Ihe minority. 


TIIEJIt: TWU e ho n g es in 
the pattern bf tourism have 
the same effect: less business 
for Ihe ^op hotels, mainly 
those along Tel Aviv'i beach 
from. 

Whila there la ah abun¬ 
dance of rooms In Tel Aviv, 
whero trveral additional lux¬ 
ury hotels were opened In the 
past year, there Is a shvrtaua 
ot rooms in Jerusalem. The 
S.MO rooms In Ihe capital. 
Including Uiom In three and 
four-star hotels,'as well as in 
hotels In East Jerusalem, 
cannot handle the grow ing In¬ 
terest In visiting Ihe Holy 
City. Tour uperalurs com¬ 
plain that, since they cannot 
oblaip two or Ihree-day book 
ings for Iheir lO-daj^rkage 
lours of Israel>lfley are 
sometimes obliged to forget 
Ihe Tinchage because they 
cannot sell it without Jerusa¬ 
lem. 


FIVE HI NDRED addition¬ 
al hotel rooms are now under 
construclian in Jerusalem 
and 3,000 more rooms are 
being planned. Despite gen¬ 
erous government subsidies 
to Investors in Ihe form of 
cheap loans, investors are 
complaining about red tape 
In gelling Ibeir plana ap¬ 
proved and the long perM 
needed for conalructlon. Al¬ 
though coals' are not estimat¬ 
ed lo exceed 838.000 per room 
in five-star hotels, investors 
maintain that at this level Ihe 
feasibility of new hotels Is 
highly questionable.

(CP) - 
Parrau of deaf children tay 
they are worried that none of 
the forma of aaaiiUnco avail¬ 
able to the deaf carry guaran- 
teee that the child will tie- 
come a aelf-sufftclent adult. 

Delegalea lo a meeting of 
the Canadian Congresa of Uie 
Deaf, which eatM Friday, 
alio laid they know that 
matching a handicap with the 
proper training program 
•houW be half the battle. 

But delegate!, many of 
them deaf themielvei. aald It 
Is not always that simpla and 
that other questions arise 
when trying to chodsa the 
proper course foe such a 
child. 

Does placing a child In a 
Khool for the deaf, for In- 
itincc, bar him forever from 
n\lngllng with ihoM In tho 
regular world? Or dots 
choosing a regular school 
produce a risk that the child's 
deafneia will prevent him 


from keeping up with his 
classmates? 

One adult who was bom 
daaf recalled his agony while 
growing up in Ottawa public 
schools before he was placed 
In I special school for Ihe 
deaf at age 12. 

"People thought I was 
mentally retarded." the 
speaker said. 

“It wai tenibla feeling you 
were always In Ihe way." 

Clifton I'arbln of Vancou¬ 
ver, who became deaf at age 
4. Slid he has alwivs been 
wary of putting handicapped 
children In regular classes. 

Cirbln. who now has a deaf 
daughter, aald he did not 
have much trouble In regular 
schools becausa he had 
speech and language skills 
before becoming deaf. But he 
was sure that Ihuae bom deaf 
had mort frustrations and 
will send his‘daughter to a 
special achool. 

Bui Dr. J. G. Detema. su- 


perlnlendent of the Sir James 
Whitney school for (he deaf In 
Belleville. Unt., had another 
view. 

"The profoundly detf 
who've been vucessful tend to 
be those who ire outgoing," 
Dr. Deremi vild 

"There are some children

.those for whom the day 
school and Ihe residential 
school are the right answer. 

“A mnM of services shodid 
- be svtilable and the right one 
for the right child Is the prob¬ 
lem."

ITBRMiLA.SSING was our 
answer (o repair our IS-foot 
Clieslnut canoe whan the can- 
van rotted. 

We didn't feally mean to 
drown or dunkllephew Bruce 
Obee and rival newaman 
Mark Hume when we let 
them borro^' our canoe early 
thia paat eprlng to Ret In on 
the faniaallc trout fl.hing In 
Langford Lake. 

But they hadn't got more 
than a foot or two from our 
wharf before the canoe itert- 
ed rilling-with water and the 
trip was scrubbed 

We remembered the canoe 
leaked a little last fall, but 
nothing like It did thl> paap 
vpring. and a quick vurvey of 
the bottom diacloaed wide 
ripv In the rotting canvat. We 
wondered If our eanue had 
had the courae. 

ABOIT THAT TIME we 
were lining up King Flaher- 
man Conteat walgh-ln ala- 
tiona and 1 waa In touch with 
Claire Corrigall at Cowichan 
Lake, who told me they were 
getting out of the boat rental 
business and were selling off 
their boats. Several yeara 
ago they brought In some 
eight-foot aluminum punta 
called Guppys and I was Im¬ 
pressed with their ^eplh and 
width at that time . .. much 
like pur ll-foet Thornes, with 
four feet rut out of the mid¬ 
dle. 

I asked Claire If they had 
any of thuse and she said they 
had one left. I got up to 
Honeymoon Bay and picked 
It up for tIM Just at soon as I 
could. It would replace the 
canoe and I could gH back to 
fishing Langford Lake. 

THE Gl'PPY had had 
some rough treatment as a 
rental boat and was splitting 
apart a Utile at'the alern 
seam, and It leaked a little. 

I cheeked with the plasUc 
shop people In Victoria and 
found out that it was possible 
to fibreglass on to aluminum 
If you used tha' slrunger- 
bonding epoay resin. I re¬ 
paired the stem of the Guppy 
and also filled in part of a 
damaged keel and flbreg- 
lassed that. Made a pretty 
good job of it, along with wife 
Taffy's help, .and we have 
blooded It with-Langford 
Lake trout. 

WUh that experience be¬ 
hind us we started thinking 
about the canoe. Nephew 
Bruce Obee and fishing pan 
ner Frank Jenvey both sug¬ 
gested flbreglassing Instead 
of trying to re-canvas and we 
checked Into It. 

The Idea was practical 
enough, but there were some 
complications. '

NOT AIX WOOD Is suit 
able for flbreglassing over 
and we weren't sure what 
kind of wood our canoe ribs 
were. Fir plywood Is Ideal for 
flbreglassing, but our ribs 
didn't look like fir. Cherry, 
bin'h and oak are not recom¬ 
mended for flbreglassing be- 
causa the grain U close and 
the wood hard ... but the 
new epoxy resina have been 
oaed on hardwoods with con¬ 
siderable success. Yellow 
pine, yellow cedar and leak 
cannot be covered satisfacto¬ 
rily because they are loo oily 
and the plastic cannot pene¬ 
trate to give a gcHid bond. Red 
cedar shohid be given a 
prime coat of Vesin mix which 
is allowed to dry and seal the 
wood before proceeding with 
the base coal which holds the 
fibreglass cloth. 

The i)Oodrn ribs on our 
canoe were aged and we 
couldn't hr certain of the type 
of wood. Neighbor Chris 
Idsoe thought It was ash. but 
flbreglassing Inslruilions 
made no mention of ash. So 
we opted for an Initial coal of 
the harder-bonding, but 
much mori" expensive, epoxy 
resin, to be followed with 
polyester promoted resin for 
the other coals. 

KIILSTJUBwas loyundUiP 
eanue ribs, making sure to 
remove all the glue that origi¬ 
nally held the canvas. Tim 


the spaces between the ribs 
had to be filled. We opted fur 
a water putty, but In the hot 
weather it shrunk and we had 
difficulty getting all the 
cracks filled. Next time I 
think I would use plastic 
wood. Then there was the 
final sanding before flbreg-

placing on a patch of fibreg¬ 
lass. 

RIFE TAFFY and I gut the 
fibreglass reasonably well In 
place and were ready for the 
second coaling of resin. But 
the weather was hot. We put 
the prescribed amount of 
hardener with the resin, but 
before we really got started 
applying the resin to tha 
canoe, It hardened and wt 
slarteil to gel lumps In our 
resin. That mix lyou mix only 
small amounts so you ran 
finish before it hardens) had 
to be discarded and for the 
next pint mix we used half the 
amount of hardener and had 
no problems. 

Next you let the resin dry 
firmly and you look for the 
bubbles. We found several, 
sanded them, and patched 
them. 

Next step is to sand all the 
rough spots and tlje Jotni, to 
gel a nice smooth finish on 
the canoe. We used a sanding 
disc on our quarter-inch drill, 
but you sure go through a lot 
of sandpaper discs as the fi¬ 
breglass clogs the sandpaper. 

THEN WF WERE ready 
for what could have been llw 
final coaling of resin. For this 
we put some blue coloring in 
with the resin and by the time 
we had finished painting on 
that coat the boat looked 
pretty good, but obviously 
another coat of coloring was 
necessary. 

We also noted ■ number of 
little pin pricka in the fibreg- 
lassing ... I guess places 
where the chith hadn't ad¬ 
hered firmly to the boat. All 
of these had to be covered 
with resin . . . and they 
seemed to Just soak up the 


resin. F)venlually we got 
them all. 

Again we were ready for 
the “final" coat By this time 
wt had to buy more polyeater 
resin and we mixed In some 
more coloring. We also need¬ 
ed more throw-away paint 
brushes. 

THE RESIN went on fine 
and the canoe looked real 
pretty, but It didn't teem to 
dry. It got atieky in the hot 
weather.' 

Jenvey, a carpenter and 
Jick-of-all-tradrs, suggested 
we had put In too much color¬ 
ing. “Tiy another coating of 
clear resin, with the right 
amount of hardener, and I 
think you will solve Ihe prob¬ 
lem.” he advised. 

We did . . . and It walked 
fine. We now have a fibreg¬ 
lass canoe that would cost us 
13M or mom to buy. It cost us 
about ISO, plus plenty of timo, 
to fibregitta IL and when we 
found out coukins June and 
Roger Spurling had to ship 
their Chestnut ranoe to Van¬ 
couver and pay $2H to get it 
re-canvased, we think We did 
Ihe right thing. It should last 
us the rest of our lives ... and 
It doesn't Teak a drop.

Garden Notes 




PEEEN.NIAL ONION (F.G., Saaidch- 
IM) 

‘nw perennial or IVelah onion la quite 
eaay to crow and doei well In our cli¬ 
mate. Tba teads may be town In the 
open garden any time from early tprlng 
to mId-Auguil, towing la aballow diilli 
and In firm toil. Sow very thinly, oever- 
Ing with a half-inch of toll, and then the 
ta^llngt aa they put on growth until, 
after the final thinning, the plantt are 
■tending nine Inchei apart 

Theta planta make clumpt, rather 
like chivet only tomewhat mom vlgor- 
out and with larger ahoott which may 
be tom away from the parant clumpt to 
be eaten at mild, tweet green onlont. 
The planta am lurdy and evatgreen, 
and If you keep them watered and weed¬ 
ed and pmvent them from flowering and 
going to teed, you can have a tup^y of 
mild ipeen onlont the whole year round 
from Juti a few clumpt. 

They am Increated quite easily by 
lifting and dividing the clumps In the 
spring.

Alto, the grass always seems to grow 
twice as fast in Ihe shelter of Ihe fence 
as In the open lawn. 

To my mind, the only really sttlsfac 
tory treatment is to kill the brats and 
sterilize the toll under the fence so 
iiotl]ln| whatever can grown.

HAIVKSTING BEETS <0. McQ., .

Thera It no particular “right” stage 
of maturity for pulling beets and they 
may be dug for use whenever they have 
reached the desired size. Very larn 
beets have a tendency to become woody 
and tough, to lor tenderness and deli¬ 
cate flavor, my own preference Is to 
harvest them somewhere between golf 
ball and tennis ball size. 

It Is best to ease them out of the 
^und gently with a trowel or a digging 
fork rather than yanking them out by 
the scruff of the neck, for a beet tends to 
bleed badly In Ihe cooking when the lap 
root is broken. 

Cut off the lops IU inches above the 
bulb: old-tlma EngHsh and Scottish pro- 
fesslonal gardeners Insist they should 
be twisted off betwoen the two hands 
rather than cut with a knlfp. again to 
minimise bleeding. The topi make very 
good eating when cooked like spinach.'

suggests that man and the 
other primates must have 
bad a common promllor for 
humor. Just as they must 
have had a common progeni¬ 
tor for the oppouble thumb. 

So humor has been a pari of 
our mental and physical 
makeup for millions of years, 
yet nobody knows exactly 
wbat R Is or bow n works, and 
there are no blueprints for 
making It as there are for 
making atom bombs and 
birdhouses. Of course there 
are those to whom It seems to 
come without efforj. such as 
Mark Twain, James Thurber 
and Neil Simon, but no hu¬ 
morist has ever diagrammed 
humor, or contrived a formu¬ 
la for H, and I doubt that any 
of- them could truthfully say • 
that making It was eaay. 

One thing humor isn't Is 
trivial. “Although comedy 
falls to curse the wrorid or to 
make gigantic demands of 
It.” wrote Joseph Meeker In 
Tie Coaitdy of Suniv$l,"li la 
not shallow. The humor of 
comedy la most often an at¬ 
tempt to deflate the ovario- 
flated, not to trivlallie wbat 
Is genuinely important. Com¬ 
edy Is serious about life even 
In Its lightest momenu.'" 

Many dull books and essays 
have been written on the na¬ 
ture of humor, and 1 have to 
add to that dreary file, but we 
are only asking where lau^- 


ter can be found, not trying to 
unlock Its mysteries. 

For the time being. I am 
willing to settle for the old 
slapstick routine of the prat¬ 
fall on the banana peel. Prob¬ 
ably ovary bally laugh. If we 
could examine It clossly, 
would be found to have the 
old banana peel at the bottom 
of IL Nothing Is funnier to the 
humin animal than thWsud- 
den fall of the pompous, and 
It comes in many forms. 

Since there is no shortage 
of pomposity in this world, I 
laugh a tot; but rarely do I 
give way to the belly laugh. 
^ hardest I ever laughed at 
the movies was when I first 
saw A Night at Ihe Opera.But 
In recent years I have seen it 
once or twice on TV, and 
while I still found It funny, 1 
never lost my respiratory 
cycle. I suppose surprise Is a 
part of It, and Ihe belly laugh 
never comes twlcs. 

It has nothing to do with 
age. 1 can still be rendered 
helpless with laughter by 
slapstick, and 1 was so strick¬ 
en only a few years ago, by 
Whaf's I’p, Doc. So my re¬ 
ceptors are still sensitive'.- 
all I need Is the signal. 

So where Is Ihe laughter? 
Perhaps our times have been 
too revolutionary for humor. 
As Carl Reiner has observed, 
"Revolutionaries can't afford 
to be humorous.” Even as 


benign a revolutioo u the 
women's liberation move¬ 
ment Is hostile to humor,' as I 
have scan to prove. 

If feminism la humorleea, 
what can we expect of what 
may be the next giwal aoelal 
phenomenon — terrorism? 

In his last yean Thurber 
speculated. In his sardonic 
way, about the absence of 
humor. “I am worried about 
the current meaning of the 
word funny,” he had Umaelf 
say in one of hla fictitious 
dialogues. "It now means 
ominlous, as when one speaks 
of a funny sound In the motor 
' disturbing, as when one sa.vs 
that a fii^ Is acting funny; 
and frightening, as when a 
wife tells the mllce that h Is 
funny, but berWband hasn't 
been borne for two days and 
nights." 

Perhaps P.'G. Wodahouse 
summed It up as well as any¬ 
one can: "I like to make peo¬ 
ple feel good,” said Wode- 
houso on his 90th birthday, 
after nearly TO years of doing 
just that. "I don't have any 
deep theories about humor. I 
think the purpose of humor Is 
to make people laugh.” 

So let us not despair. The 
belly laugh may be aa elusive 
as tte Abominable Snowman. 
But there It no shortage, and 
never will be, of pomposity. 
We must pray for banana 
peels.

It may be true, a number of 
readers agree, that a belly 
laugh can help to heal the 
ailing, but where, they ask, la 
a belly laugh to to found? 

It Isn't much help to to told 
by Norman Cnualna that ha 
cured himself of a supposedly 
fatal disease with massive 
doses of tolly laughter and 
Vitamin C, unless bally 
laughter. Ilka Vitamin C, Is in 
large supply. 

la a true tolly laugh a per¬ 
son actually loses control of 
his muscular poise, and even 
his automatic reflexes are 
upset. He tends to fall out of 
his chair, flghts for breath, 
clamps arms and elbows 
against abdomen ^ sides In 
an attempt literally te bold 
himself together, and alto¬ 
gether resembles a person In 
a fatal seizure. 

That Is a tolly laugh, and I 
am not surpri^ to to told 
that ttcaa have a ttorapeutic 
effect on the human body. In 
his studies of the physiologi¬ 
cal effects of laughter. Dr. 
William F. Fry Jr., a psy¬ 
chiatrist, found that laughter 
actually disrupts the normal 
respiratory cycle, and that 
the cycle sometimes requires 
as much as M seconds to 
return to normal. Dr. Fry 
also speculates that laughter 
may to u old as mammalian 
life, since chimpanzees 
laugh, for example, and this 
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Queries. Quibbles, and Quandaries. 

“Dear Mr. Harris; Having written 
six children's Bible books, I am about to 
write six more, and I've come upon a 
question I hope >-ou can answer Why is 
Moses shown in some old pictures as 
having two bumps on his head? I have 
heard they are somehow connected with 
wisdom, but some readers. Ilka Dennis,

Dear Fred: You can tell the main

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PKKING lAP),— You will 
nut sea violence en television 
here and sex Is generally lim¬ 
ited to the romance hand¬ 
shake, but-the Chinese still 
are hungry for TV sets to 
watch educational shows on 
everything from English to 
electronics. 

This capital of eight million 
people has two teievtslon ita- 
thMs and there are more than 
M In the provinces to serve a 
total of one million small 
sets. They cost between $124 
and $2M and the waiting list 
to get'one Is long. 

■TV tare is largely Instrue- 
llonal. These programs lake 
up per rent of the short 
broadcast du that consists of 
three or four hours each eve¬ 
ning on the Peking channels. 

But there also are news¬ 
casts, variety programs and 
films—mostly Chinese but a 
few from North Korea. Ro¬ 
mania and Yumlavla. 

State televIsTon spokesman 
Chen Hsn-yuan toM an Inter¬ 
viewer that while scenes of a 
couple kissing would mM be 
cut from an imported film, 
they would never appear on a 
Chinese TV show or film.

Gabriola moves with times

GABRIOLA ISLAND — 
This Island ot 2,000 residents, 
only minutes atrty from 
duwnloWn Nanaimo by ferry, 
has during the past year ac¬ 
quired a few more of the 
amenities that city residents 
usually lake for granted. 

The Island now has it* very 
own RCMP offlver, and even 
had a visit from ihe BATmo- 
bile. 

Plans are being formulated 
for a nine-hole golf course 
and rountry club. 

During Ihe past month, an 
nffirlal community plan has 
been adopted, after seven 
years of work. 

But there are some things 
tiabrlola does not have and 
should never have In the 
opinion of two of Ihe island's 
elected representatives. 

Re^otial district director 
Joyce Lik'kwood. and Islands 
Trust Trustee Terry Hanna, 
in Interviews with the Oilo 
nisi, outlined some of their 
own hopes — and fears — 
about the Island’s future. 

Both agreed that Ihe com 
munity plan, recently given 
final approval by Ihe Islands 
Trust, will help protect Ihe 
Island from unwanted rapid 
growth. s. 

The plan outlines five, 10 
and M-acre subdivision areas 
In an effort to protect the 
Island's rural atmosphere, 
Hanna pointed out. 

And, he added, the preser 
vaiion of Ihe larger parcels of 
land In tree farm, agricul¬ 
tural reserve land and crown 
land will protect Ihe Island's 
greenbelt resources ahd pro¬ 
vide corridors fur the Island 
wildlife. 

Next step Is to prepare son- 
ing bylaws from the commu 


nity plan, and Ihe trustees 
have already instructed Is 
lands Trust staff-to begin the 
work, Hanna said. 

He said an advisory plan¬ 
ning commission will be 
elected on the island In Sep¬ 
tember, with the commission 
reviewing the toning before It 
goes to public hearing. 

Hanna; Dr. Jim Tyhurst’, 
also a trustee for Ihe Island, 
and Miss Lockwood will sit on 
the commission with the Dvr 
elected members. 

But the big fear or hope — 
depending on one's point of 
view — hanging over the Is¬ 
land la Ihe suggestion that 
Gabriola be used for a new 
ferry terminal to the main¬ 
land. 

Such a move would destroy 
all of the eommunity plan’s 
careful efforts to keep Ihe 
sisland rural, Hanna said. 

"If the ferry terminal were 
announced tomorrow, and we 
weren't successful In our ef¬ 
forts to reverse the decision, 
that's the day I'd put my 
hou.se up for sale," Hanna 
said. 

"It would be Just like living 
In the shadow of the Lions 
Gate Bridge.” 

Gabriola residents In gen¬ 
eral, however, have differing 
opinions about Ihe ferry trrv 
mlnal idea. 

Miss Loi’kwood said that 
she believed many of the peo 
pie who opposed the commu¬ 
nity plan were ones with 
large parcels of land, who 
were hoping to make money 
by subdividing when the ter¬ 
minal was announced. 

There was bitter opposition 
to Ihe plan at a public Infor¬ 
mation meeting held last Oc¬ 
tober, but the November 
Nanaimo Region Board elec¬ 


tions saw Hi.ss Lockwood re¬ 
tain her seat. 

The battle between Miss 
Lockwood and her opponent 
had been billed as one be¬ 
tween a candidate In favor of 
Ihe community plan and one 
opposed to It. 

Miss Lockwood at Ihe lime 
said the amasing 19-per-crnl 
turnout at the polls proved 
that Gabriola Islanders were 
Interested In their future and 
wanted the area kept rural. 

Whether It's due to the 
community plan, or because 
there has been no recent 
word on the ferry terminal 
proposal, Gabriola now has a 
glut of lots on the market. 

"The Island is Just lousy 
with for-sale signs," Miss 
Lockwood noted. 

"Many people bought 
blocks of properly with Ihe 
InteoUati of waiting for the 
ferry terminal announce¬ 
ment. 

"Some of them are slaying 
in the game, holding onto 
their cards, but others are 
selling." 

Hanna agreed that ^ Ga¬ 
briola market Is oveHoaded 
with lots. 

"Real estate Is moving 
very, very slowly on the Is¬ 
land.” 

Hanna added that ferries of 
another tort will also play an 
Important part In how fast 
Gabriola grows, but that for¬ 
tunately the Islands Trust 
does have some Input Into Ihe 
decision on these ferries. 

They are the vessels which 
serve Gabriola from down¬ 
town Nanaimo and are run by 
Ihe provincial highways de¬ 
partment. 

At present the 5e-car (Juln. 
Itsa serve* Gabriola. 

The large ferry went Into 
service in late 1977 and re¬ 
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placed the smaller Kahloke, 
which was moved to Denman 
Island near Courtenay. 

Hanna said that it seems 
that every time a larger ferry 
It Rut into service. It quickly 
becomes too small, with line 
ups and overioad.s occurring, 
especially during busy sum. 
mer weekends. 

Hanna baa suggested that 
Ihe problem be solved next 
lime by a fare Increase In¬ 
stead of a larger ferry 
The present gt.lt fare for 
car and driver Is simply loo 
low. he said, and people will 
travel on Ihe ferry for non es 
senllal reason*.

ANN ARBOR. Mich. (AP) 
— If one would rather read a 
newspaper than watch televi¬ 
sion, one Is probably better 
Informed than those who stay 
pul In front of Ihe lube, a 
recently-published survey 
shows. 

Survey co-author Peter 
Clarke said TV viewers ap¬ 
parently do not retain politi¬ 
cal and governmental new* 
seen on Ibe screen. 

He credited greater detail 
and repetition In newspapers, 
plus a reader's ability to con¬ 
trol bow fast he Is expos^ to 
each story as factors favor¬ 
ing print media's effective¬ 
ness. 

The survey was conducted 
by University of Michigan re¬ 
searchers who questioned 
more than I.900 persons In 26 
stales about their reading, 
viewing and political opinions 
after the 1974 U.S. senatorial 
elections. 

Clarke said his study Is 
more stringent than many 
other surveys because he dis¬ 
tinguished between persons 
who were politically knowl¬ 
edgeable and those who were 
not. 

Those calegorized as poli¬ 
tically knowledgeable were 
able to tell why they would 
vole for a certain issue or 
candidate, and as a group 
relied on newspapers more 
than TV. 
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Doubling Ihe fare would cut 
down on Ihe frivolous trips 
while still not working a 
hardship on Ihe people who 
need to use Ihe ferry. 

II would also I nc^ a e Ihr 
use of the ferry by foot pas 
sengers, he added. 

The Islands Trust has been 
doing K and will continue to 
work with the highways 
partmenl on plans for ferries 
serving Ihe Islands. Hanna 
said. 

He said Ihe highways de- 
partment has been must co- 
operative in getting tdv Ice on 
the plans for a larger lineup 
area on the Gabriola side for 
Ihe ferry. 

And Ihe trustee.* are so 
anxious to keep the ferry 
loading area as "uninslliu 
llonal" IS passible, that they 
have told Ihe highways dr 
partment to find another res 
Iroom design. 

The restrooms scheduled to 
be delivered to Ihe Gabriola 
side are still sitting in Nagai- 
mo. Hanna uid. 

TTie only other particular 
problem that Miss I.ockwaod 
sees on Gabriola right now Is 
that she believes the Island Is 
over-governed. 

"We have two Islands 
Trust trustees sad one re 
gional director for 2,000 pro- 
pie," she noted 

"Islanders iraditlonally 
don't like a heavy bureau-^ 
critic hand." 

And if removing the over 
governing factor meant doing 
herself out of her presenl Job 
as regional director, she said 
she would go along with H. 

She believes that the Is¬ 
lands Trust, which has Ihr 
planning function for Ihe is¬ 
land. should lake on all of Ihe 
functions. 

Bui Hanna did nut agree

Is one case tbe Kbool autboiitlee have 
agreed that there wu no complaint about 
tbe leaching ability and quallflcntloM of the 
teacher In question. They make no bones 
about the fact (hat they consider religious 
belief of the Individual as a ciilerla In 
hiring, not Just academic quallflcatlans. 

“It seems to me," said Human Rights 
director Kathleen Ruff In an Interview,

schools receiving pullc funding Is a grey 
area.

Tofino bust Canada’s bissest 


RCMP, navy grab drug ships 


By BILL SMITH 


Fifteen men are in pnlice euslody In Victoria 
foilowlns the bi(ue^t dniK bust in Canadian hiatnry 
near Tofino Saturday, In which,RCMP sein'd I& to IK 
tons of hiKh-grade marijuana with an estimated street 
value of $38 mlilion. 

An earlier report that IM kilos of ewalne had been 
dumped overboard in the prr-davin raid was later discount¬ 
ed bi police. 

The hufle selrure was made when police inlemipied an 
iinliiadiiip upsTallon north of Sydney Inlet near Flores 
Island. 20 miles northwest of the fishing community on the 
west coast of Vancouver Island. 

A large number of rifles dumped overboard were later 
reibvered by police and olher weapons (pund aboard 


one of the two vessels in the Incident are now under pulica 
guard. 

KCMP Supt. T.M. Gardiner said M uffleert converged 
on several Zodiac-type craft at daybreak as the marijuana 
was being off-loaded from two vessels, the sa-meire 
Tnernyn and the Zl-mein H’ratbrri.v. boUeved to be a 
former federal fisheries departmont vessel. 

Gardiner said he did not know where the boats loaded 
the cargo, but Ihe marijuana was believed to be from Co¬ 
lombia. 

Hr said Otlawa headquarters had confirmed that Ike 
.selrure was the largest ever In Canada. 

The marijuana was not believed destined for local con- 
sumpiton but for a syndicate operating In the Prairie prov¬ 
inces and Kastrm Canada. 

Gardiner said RCMP were assisted by Canadian Armed 
Forres aircraft and destroyers in the operation. 


U.-Cmdr. Richard Pepper, information offirer at CFB 
Ksquimilt, said Ihe two boats were monitored by two 
Comox-based Argus long-range patrol aircraft when they 
entered Canadian waters early Friday afternoon. 

The Fsquimalt-based destroyers HMCS Kootenay and 
IIMCS Terra Nova were on hand In a surveillance capar- 
lly when the arrests were made. 

More than SOO armed forces personnel took part in Ihe 
operation. 

The marijuana was loaded im Ihe Terra Nova for Ihe 
relum trip lo Ksquimall. 

Four of Ihe arrested men were aboard the Kootrna.v, 
scheduled lo arrive bark al Esquimau early Ihhi morn 
Ing, The other 11 were flown bark to Pal Bay Airport by an 
RCMP aircraft and lodged in poliee ceHs lo await an ap¬ 
pearance before a justice of the peace on a charge of rtm- 
spiracy to Impart drugs. 

.Some of Ihe men arrcMed are believed In be from Ihe 


Victoria area, and most of Ihe others from the Lower 
Mainland area. 

Police would nol confirm a report that some of Ihe king 
pins In Ihe soft drug trade had been nabbed as a result of Ihe 
huge seiture. 

Gardiner said Ihe Investigation, spearheaded by Vic 
loria and Vancouver drug seclions and Including Ihe 
Courtenay detachment, bad boen in the works for several 
monlhs. 

This is Ihe second such operation In which the military 
has provided assistance lo the RCMP.

with times 

They still prefer 
the rural setting

GABRIOLA ISLAND—This islind of lOOO rest 
dents, only minutes away from downtown Nanaimo 
by ferry, has during the past year acquired a few 
more of the amenities that city residents usually 
lake for granted. 

The island now has its very own RCMP officer, 
and even had a visit from the BATmoblle. 

Plans are being formulated for a nine-hole golf 
course and country club. 

During the past month, an official community 
plan has bwn adopted, after seven years of work. 

But there are some things Gabriola does not 
have and should never have in the opinion of two of 
the Island's elected representatives. 

Regional district director Joyce Lockwood, and 
Islands Trust Trustee Terry Hanna, In interviews 
with the Colonist, outlined some of thetr own hopes 
— and fears.— about the Island’s future. 

Both agreed that the community plan, recently 
given final approval by the Islands Trust, will help 
protect the Island from unwanted rapid growth. 

The plan outlines five, 10 and 20-acre subdivi¬ 
sion areas in an effort to protect the Island's rural 
atmosphere, Hanna pointed out. 

And, he added, the preservation of the larger 
parcels of land in tree farm, agricultural reserve 
land and crown land will protect the Island's 
greenbelt resources and provide corridors fur the 
island wildlife. 

Next step is to prepare zoning bylaws from the 
community plan, and the trustees have already 
instructed Islands Trust staff to begin the work, 
Hanna said. - 

He said an advisory planning commission will 
be elected on the island in September, with the com¬ 
mission reviewing the zoning before it goes to public 
hearing. 

Hanna; Dr. Jim Tyhurst, also a trustee for the 
Island, and Miss Lockwood will sit on the commis¬ 
sion with the five elected members. 

But the big fear or hope — depending on one's 
point of view — hanging ever the island is the 
suggestion that Gabriola be used for a new ferry 
terminal to the mainland. 

Such a move would destroy all of the community 
plan’s careful efforts to keep the island rural, Hanna 
said. 

‘‘If the ferry terminal were announced tomor¬ 
row, and we weren't successful In our efforts to 
reverse the decision, that’s the day I'd put my bouse 
up for sale," Hanna said. 

“It would be just like living in the shadbw of the 
Lions Gate Bridge.” 

Gabriola residents In general, however, have 
differing opinions about the ferry terminal idea. 

Miss Lockwood said that she believed many of 
the people who opposed the community plan were 
ones with large parcels of land, who were hoping to 
make money by subdividing when the terminal was 
announced. 

There was bitter opposition to the plan at a 
public information meeting held last October, but 
the November Nanaimo Region Board elections saw

The battle between Miss Lockwood and her 
opponent had been billed as one between a candidate 
in favor of the community plan and one opposed to it. 

Miss Lockwood at the time said tte amazing 
99-per-cent turnout at the polls proved that Gabriola 
Islanders were interested in their futpre and 
wanted the area kept rural. 

Whether it's due to the community plan, or 
because there has been no recent word on the ferry 
terminal proposal, Gabriola now has a glut of lots on 
the market. 

“The island is just lousy with for-sale signs," 
Miss Lockwood noted. 

“Many people bought blocks of pronerty with 
the intention of waiting for the ferry temlnal 
announcement. 

“Some of them are slaying in the game, holding 
onto their cards, but others are selling." 

Hanna agreed that the Gabriola market Is over¬ 
loaded with lots. 


“Real estate is moving very, very slowly on the 
island." 

Hanna added that ferries of another sort will 
also play an Important part In how fast Gabriola 
grows, but that fortunately the Islands Trust does 
have some input into the decision on these ferries. 

They are the vessels which serve Gabriola from 
downtown Nanaimo and are run by the provincial 
highways department. 

At present the SO-car Quinitsa serves Gabriola. 

The large ferry went into service In late 1977 and 
replaced the smaller Kahloke, which was moved to 
Denman Lsland near Courtenay. 

Hanna said that it .seems that every time a 
larger ferry is put into service, it quickly becomes 
too small, with lineups and overloads occurring, 
especially during busy summer weekends. 

Hanna has suggested that the problem be solved 
next lime by a fare increase instead of a larger 
ferry. 


The present tl .25 fare for car and driver is simply 
too low, he said, and people will travel on the ferry 
for non-essential reasons. 

Doubling the fare would cut down.on the frivo¬ 
lous trips while still not working a hardship on the 
people who need to use the ferry. 

It would also Increase the use of the ferry by foot 
passengers, he added. 

The Islands Trust has been doing it and will 
continue to work with the highways department on 
plans for .ferries serviqg the Islands, Hanna said. 

He said the hi^ways department has been most 
co-operative In getting advice on the plans for a 
larger lineup area on the Gabriola side for the ferry. 

And the trustees are so anxious to keep the ferry 
loading area as “uninstitutional” as possible, that 
they have told the highways department to find 
another re.stroom design. 

The restrooms scheduled to be delivered to the 


Gabriola side are still sitting in Nanaimo, Hanna 
said. 

The only other particular problem that Misa 
Lockwood sees on Gabriola right now Is that shf 
believes the island is over-governed. 

“tflt have two Islands Trust trustees and one re¬ 
gional director for 2.000 people," she noted. 

“Islanders traditionally don't like a heavy bu¬ 
reaucratic hand.” 

And if removing the over-governing factoi 
meant doing herself out of her present job as 
regional director, she said she would go along wiU- 
it. 

She believes that the Islands Trust, which has 
the planning function for the island, should take oa 
all of the functions. 

But Hanna did not agree. 

The Islands Trust, he said, now cannot possibly 
'take on the entire role of governing all of the 13 trust 
islands. 


Region getting more complaints about gravel

The latest complain! it 
about a gravel removal op- 
eralioa ronducled by Valley 
Paving oa Andre Road. 


The residents have also 
complained about tnbther 
gravel operation by John 
Lustier and a sawmill being 
run by Landmark Holdings. 

The Landmark operation 
has been given an extension 
by the land commission to 
operate unlll Ocl. Jl on agri¬ 
cultural reserve, land. 

At the last regional board 
meeting, the planning de¬ 


partment was Instructed to 
pursue the enforcement of 
the region's toning bylaws as 
they applied to the Lussler 
operation. 

That Is when the region 
learned that its legal coun 
sel believes the gravel re¬ 
moval cannot be slopped 
under the lonlng bylaw. And. 
hr has advised against taking 
such a caae to court. 


The directors decided to 
ask for a toil removal bylaw, 
which would.apply to gravel 
operations.

Confisca tion ‘extortion ’ 


Last Wednesday, two Col 
wood RCMP offliers showed 
up at a Langford home lo 
Investigate reports that two 
buys were chained up In the 
basement. 

The Investigation was the 
culmlnatton of a misunder- 
standing which Is worthy of a 
Monty l^ thon episode. 

Here’s how the scenario 
unfolded: 

Ken Warren is a school 
leartier. His wife Kathy oper¬ 
ates a rake-decorating busi¬ 
ness out of their home at 3134 
Monninghin Place. 

The Warrens thought It 
might be a good idea lo get a 
couple of sets of ball and 
chain which could be rented 
out to wedding stags. 

Off he wmt lo Capital Iron. 

Here's the conversation as 
be recalls it: 

Warren; "Do you fellows 
have the necessary material 
to make me two sets of ball 


and chain for my wife's cake-, 
decorating store?" 

Kmplayea: “We don't have 
any of the balls. What did you 
plan to do with them?" 

Warreo: "Kent them, much 
the way .vou guys do, la stags 
and parties." 

Kmpieyee: “Nope, I don't 
know where yon could get 
balls like that. We could weld 
some pieces of metal to¬ 
gether and slick II lo two 
chains. You'd get Ike same 
effect." 

Warren. IMaklag la Mm- 
self: Same effect, my'toe. 
W ho's going to rent that kind 
of Hem from anybody. 

Warrea, alaad; "IJslen fel¬ 
lows, one of the main reasons 
I want these things la that I 
have two runaway sons. Une 
of them has run away about 
40 limes and I want to make 
sure that when they're 
caught this lime, they won't 
rua away again. A national 
magasine wants to do a story 


about this unusual way that 
boys can be prevented from 
running and stealing. Now 
caa you picture me holding a 
bunch of ugly steel together 
and telling the camareman 
that this is the ball and chain 
that Capital Iron made for. 
me?" 

Empleyee; "All right, we'll 
gel you together a good-look 
ing couple of sets, but re¬ 
member. you have lo say 
that they were made at Capi¬ 
tal Iron." 

Warren says w ithin two'or 
three minutes, two 43-pound 
steel balls were delivered lo 
the welding shop In prepara¬ 
tion for kis order. 

He says he had to promise 
several limes that he 
wouldn't use them to chain up 
his boys. 

He says that would be 
pretty difficult, even If he 
wanted to do so. 

"The basement of our 
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home? Heavens, with five 
sons at home 1 couldn't hide 
anything la our basement let 
akme two of them." 

He says one next-door 
neighbor Is a Mounite. the 
other a probation officer. 

"Just try chaining two 
teenagers In your basement 
with that kind of action on 
either side of you." 

Well, It seems Capital Iron 
had misgivings about the 
whole thing and phoned the 
RCMP, and Wednesday 
morning, two officers showed 
up at the WarreiM' house. 

Warren says nobody was 
home. But lo the officers' 
surprise. Warren's next-door 
neighbor, the M 9 untle, 
turned out lo be the second In 
command of their detach¬ 
ment. 

The neighbor led his col¬ 
leagues lo the basement win¬ 
dow and showed them the 
sets of ball and chain. In 
plahi.view. 

According to Warren, his 
Mountie neighbor is still re¬ 
covering from the laughing 
fit he bad. 

But Warren doesn't think 
It's all that funny. Here he 
was. trying to buy something 
for his wife’s business, and 
n*xl thing he kaew the RCMP 
suspected Mm of having a 
couple of teenagers chained 
up in bis basement. 

As for Capital Iron, he won¬ 
ders what would happen If he 
ever tried lo buy a butcher 
knife there. 
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back and find their property ' 
conflicalcd." vhe saM 

Jenkins served notice that 
next year be will pay only the 
amount In (axes that he paid 
this year, along with a cost of 
living rale increase. His 
taxes this year, he said, were 
"grossly Improper. Irrespon¬ 
sible and utterly unaccept¬ 
able." 

Hq-sald In an Interv iew lhai 
be can afford tha taxes, and Is 
tlghling as a mailer of princi¬ 
ple. but there are people who 
have been badly hurt and who 
may have lo sell up. One local 
businessman had his laxes 
Increased from t2.3M Id $3. 
M9, kccurding lo Jenkins 

In his leller lo Ihe lax au- 
Iboiily Jenkins said lhat In 
Ihe paal he has bean aa much 
(0 blame as the politicians 
Involved for Ihe "licentious 
and Immoral behaviour" of 
governmrncs. 

"At no time did I'take a 
stand against what I pre 
viously considered petty 
Ihefl. 

"lUwever, In recent years 
petty theft has grown Into 
grand larceny and this year 
extortion." 

Jenkins said he did not ac 
rept the principle that prop 
rrty tax should be bas^ on 
"a fictitious assessment, pre 
dicaled on the values of less 
than 3% of Ihe properties 
on Ihd market at one lime 
whilst purporting to value 
IM% of provincial proper¬ 
ties, as If such properties 
were vended at one and the 
same lime."

‘ St LPHUBAXeSTED cockatoos have in¬ 
creased in popularity tremendously in the past 
few years.with the success of the Baretla series 
on TV and now “Baretta Birds" are in Mg 
demand from breeders and pet -shops. 

Other members sucres.sfully raise the 
smaller type of foreign birds, such at the many 
varieties of colarful finches from the tiny zebra 
and strawberry finches to the delicately beauti 
ful GouMlan finches which look as if they were 
hand painted In bandt of bright red. green, blue, 
and g^. 

Even though small in size, a great many of 
these attractive birds are beautiful songsters. 

Karl Ham specializes in raising the exotic 
soft-billed type of foreign birds, which feed 
solely OH fruits and nectar. These birds range 
from the tiny pint-sized brilliamly-colored hum 
mingbiids.lo the 2(-inch multi-colored fruit eat- 
iwg African touraco. This is a complete story in 


luelf. as the success in raising this type of bird 
requires a tremeodous anuHioi of skill and 
knowledge in bird care, and will be told In an 
up-coming isiaoder. 

WAIXV BELL, has been a club member 
since its origin in l(S2 and raises medium-size 
parrot-type Mrda, such as cockatoos, cockatieis. 
Indian ring-neck parrakeets and African grey 
parrots. ^ 

Bell's aviary Is a blaze of color from the 
magnificent plumage displayed by his feathered 
friends. He houses W foreign birds in his aviary 
and they are fed a balanced dirt consisting of 
apples, carrots, sunflower seeds, assorted fruits 
and vegetabirs. peanuts and whole wheat bread 

Th^ types of foreign Mrds require a great 
amount of time and patience to successfully' 
breed and raise as the young birds must be hand 
fed from the time they are three to five weeks 
old. io ensure good nalured stock and to gel them 
used to people. 

Bell Is one of the few persons on Vancouv er 
Island who Ifave been successful In raising young 
from a pair of cockatoos. 

It is a tremendous accomplishmrni to be 
able to get this type of Mid to go to nest, as they 
are very selective in their breeding require 
ments. 

Currently Bell has seven breeding pairs of 
cockatoos and of that number, only one pair are 
; producing young. 

Another problem that must be contended 
w ith is the fact that most of the parrot-type Mrds 
male for life and if anything happens to the mate 
the surviving one is rrluctant to lake up with 
another.

SEVENTY YEARS AGO. there was even a 
rale war bel,ween the Puget Sound Navigation 
Company and the Canadian Pacific Steam Navi 
gatioa Onnpany to Ibe benefit of pa-ssenger. 
Each dropped the one-way fare 'betweea Seattle 
and Victoria to 2S cents. 

The grand water highway b etween Vancou¬ 
ver Island and the southern parts of Puget Sound 
has been travelled ever since the first travellers ^ 
reached the coast by overland routes. Originally. . ' 
Indian canoes served as carriers of man and 
menbandise. These were repiaiM with sailing 
craft, and the sailor followed by hulls driven with 
crude steam engines. 

Progress was always forward. Ihoagh grad 
ual, for there were no quitters once the future of 
this section of North America was realized 
Growing with Puget Sound communities was the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Company, 
which aided greatly ia inter-community develop¬ 
ment. providing accommodation for travelterv 
and space for certaia classes of merchandise. 

By the end of the last century, the OR and 
NCo., keeping pace with demands, had a sizeable 
fleet of ferryi^ls, among them hieing the famed 
City of Kingston and her more elaborate and 
showy sister, City of Seattle, and Ibe George E. 
Starr, which was stiB ia aenrice duriog the lair 
inhs. Others Included the Sehome. Alaskan and 
Olympian, all of which served the Seallle-Vic 
iorla ran.

ll was about the luin of the century the 
Puget Sound Navigalion Ciunpany took over the 
business of the Oregon Railway aad Navigation 
Company. For Ibe Victoria run. ihe first ^ip of 
the aew company was (he Rosalie. Built at 
Alameda, California., ia 18P3, she had come 
north to make some easy money on the Skagway 
mile in IHB. Bemaiaing in this area, she started 
with the Black Ball Line in l«R. 

Ofiier vessels serving Black Ball between 
Sealtle and Victoria were the Clallam, which 
foundered in the strait (Port Angeles is the seal 
of OaBam CouMy); the tVlulcom. aamed afler 
another Washington. Stale Comity aad built ia 
■Ml; the Indianapolis. Chippewa (which operal 
ed inta Sidney more than 31 jrears go), Ihe Sai 
Due and the Iroquois. 

The latter vessel was brought la Ihe west 
roast ia ltP7 for Ihe Seattle-Bellingham-Vanrou 
ver raule: later allerrd. and ia 1128 placed on the 
SeaUle-Victoria run. For IP years, Uw Iroquoi- 
served the two cilirs nntil Ihe Chinook, srhich 
carried l.app pavvengrrs and IPP cars, look over

THE BLACK BALL UNE had iu arigiav 
early in the Itth century when a group of New 
York busines.Mnen became fed up with (he hap 
hazard way ships were run at UM lime. 

The so-called lran.s-AUantic Baers of the day 
were like Ihe tramp ships sf the 2llh centmy — 
only worse. Schedules were aon-exislent. A ship 
didn’t go to sea until she had a full cargo aboard 
Both cargo and passengers were loaded as busi 
ness offered. A merchant ordering goods for a 
certain season of Ihe year had no guarantee such 
good.s would arrive in lime lo Ml Ihe peak of Ihe

The James .Wooroe carried I.i8i 
barrets of apples, other mixed cargo and eight 
male passengers. She left the dock at M and 
dropped anchor in the harbor, ffhen the weather 
cleared, off she started across tbe Atlantic. The 
Courier bad left Liverpool beaded for New York 
in Jan. 4. 

With that departure so schedule, in spile of a 
btiizard. seean skipping was put so a new basis 
and the Black Ball Linr was beaded far fame. 
For 88 years, Ha vessels plied Ihe .Adamic. 


MANY SHIPS flew the famous “Meal Ball ' 
house flag, and many of their skippers gainrd 
renown for individaal sccomplishnimts, among 
Ihem Capt. Enoch Wood Peabody. But wbilt the 
Black Ball Line was one of the most famous to 
sail Ihe Atlantic, it ffaulty went out of business. 
.All of its vessels were sailing ships and steam¬ 
ships eventoslly took over the biKinrss. Aboul 
1888 tbe fbg disappeared from the Atlantic. 

But this did not mean the end of tbe Black

One of Capt. Peabody's sons. Charles E. 
Peabody, mov^ to the Slate of Washington in 
1884 as special agent of the UB. treasnr) deparl- 
ment at Port Townsend. 

In addHioa tn working for the treasury, 
Peabody ran the Port Townsend wharf. There, 
he made friends with Capt. George T. Roberts, 
master of the steamer CMy of Kingston, and 
George Lent, her chief enghieer. A.s they 
watched tbe eountry grow they realized Alaska 
was destined to become an Important territory of 
the future. Tbe three men and Walter Oakes, son 
of the ptesidem of the Northern Pacific Railway, 
organized the Alaska Steamship Company jn 
1884.

CHARLES PEABODY had the aaswer — the 
Black BaB. So the red flag wHb Ihe black ball hi 
the centre herame the ho u se flog of the Alaska 
SleamsMp Company. 

In 1888 the founders of (hr compony formed 
(he Puget Sound N'avigition Ornipany. Shiee the 
Alaska ships were flying Ihe Black Ball flag, Ihe 
Puget Smmd aasigatian veaaeia flew a (Ufferent 
flag — one with a bhic field, white diamond and 
red sUr. 

In 108. Capt Alexander Peabody Joined Ihr 
Puget Sound oavigatian Compaay aa its secre¬ 
tary. He bad served his appreaticeship in sail, 
inuved lata steam, aad as a Joung mas served as 
master of the Barber Line vesseb on world trade 
routes. He wanted the Black Ball flag for his 
company and the Alaska Line owners agreed 
They k^ the basic design but modifled it by 
surToonding Ihr Wack ball by a circle of while, 
and adding a Wg while "A". 

Capt. PeaMy became president of Ihr 
Puget Sound Nav igaltou Company iu IK*. The 
vessels of the compony served all the ferry 
mules of (he Puget .Sound area, and the larger 
ships operated between Sraltlr. Port Townsend. 
Port Angeles and Victoria year-round, and be¬ 
tween Anaeortes and Sidney, via the San Joan 
Islands, during Ihe summer months 
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LATER, TBE F.4.ST C h inoo k was placed ua 
Ihe Victoria-Seallle route sad Ihr Inquoia was 
camelled to a freighter for use on the .Seattle 
Part Angries rawte. la tIU. maM af the feny 
fleet was soM to. tbe Slate at WasMngtua ta 
become Washington Stale Ferries.

Sealn and sea otters, near- 
inf; their fur coats of consider* 
able value, frolicked in the 
waters laping our British 
Columbia coast from the be¬ 
ginning of time, without fear 
of the greedv white man, until 
May, 1728, Vitus Bering, a 
Danish explorer in the employ 
of Peter the Great of Russia, 
discovered the Pribilof Is¬ 
lands, protruding from the 
large bodv of water, which 
bore his name, Bering Sea. 

Bering wa* aslonivhed at the immensily «( 
■hr tea Ufe. Ua the Klaadt anh. bobbing their 
head* in the turmuodiag valer*. were million<> 
•I mamnal*. Their mating aeaton was in full 
twiag and the rows bad deflvered their pups 
from the previous year’s mating and were read> 
for the mataive b^l*. wbo would service them 
far their next lour of the Pacific and eveptually 
to deliver another pup. 

BEBINC AND HK naUiraUst* studied the 
animals and found the bulb, when at maturity in 
seven year*, reached the great sire of SW 
poonda, yet the eows, el which the hull gathered 
at many aa li to form U* harfpi, aever attained 
a siae of mote thaa IK potatds and. when a pup 
was bom. H averaged It penods. 

On the Atlanlie cpasi In the spring of the

When the wealthy Chinese rulers saw a 
pelt wbkh Berin brought to Canton they de 
manded mote and expeditlom were outfitted 
there, under the direction of Capt. John Meares 
in 1778. and the death knell of the otter was 
sounded. 

THE SEA OTTEB b a very playful mammal 
. and ran be seen in aquariums, gamboling in the 
water. It b five feet.kmg aad weighs between 90 
and W pounds and has a broad, flat head with 
small eyes and ears. The 10-inch tail b broad and 
flat and the fur is dense and dark brown. It lives 
about eight years and a single pup b bora each 
year. It swims on ib bark and uses ib ches* as a 


tabb. on which it ran break shells to gel at the 
roii^Ls. Their fnr b quHe dense. 

xThe Russians benefited richly in the early 
daykaLpfllng and the search for sea otters and. 
as Uieivi^ee few settlers on the coast of Alaska 
and the name British Columbia was unknown, 
there was little competition from other roun 
tries.Tbe white man was not yet a factor la the 
industry, as all the bunting was done by In 
dians, wbo used only spears. As gun powder 
rame into wider use and communicati^ im 
proved, sailing vesseb from Boston, ostensibly 
bent on trading, and others from the China coast 
.appeared. 

Then the Hudson's Bay Co. moved ib head 
quarters from Vancouver, Wash., U> Vielorta in 
1843, and it wasn't long before ib lap-flight fur 
traders east covetous eyes on Ibe sea otter. They 
bought the bides the Indian hunters brought in. 
but. as. was their custom, didn't dig very deep 
into their treasury and paid peanub for their 
purchases. 

ONCE VICTORIA expanded from the gales 
of the fort, independents crowded into our busi 
nest life and competed with the Bay for fbrs 
Capt. William Spiiiw. who had brm bora in 
Russia, where bis fafher, had been a civQ engi , 
neer, arrived here with hb son and teamed up 
with Capt. Hugh McKay, a Scot who was a 
cooper. 

Thb led them into cod-fishing and general 
shipping, trading to the Hawaiun Islands and 
rventually into exploiting sealing. They estah 
lished Vi^iia as the headquarters of Ibe ven¬ 
ture. 

Strange as it may seem today, the Springs 
organized a sfaipbuildhig business at Soeke as K 
was close to the Pacifle, bad a good harbor for 
small vessels aad whiles had started fanning in 
the area, providing cargo for hoab operating lo 
Victoria. There were no- roads belweea the two 
selllemenb, only narrow tralb. 

THE HR.^ SCHOONER the Springs built in 
1881, was the Favorite, of 123 tons register. Shr 
was to become the craft around w-hk-h Ibr 
sealing industry, would be built. Ijiler they 
added the schooners Alfred Adams. Kate and 
Onward to their fleet and Ibe Springs felt it was 
lime lo use white menexperien^ with firearms 
as hunters. A vigorous argument ensued over 
whether or not the whiles with shotguns, coukf 
bring in more seab thaa the Indians, using only 
their .spears. This would require a new kind a( 
boat from which to bunt, as the whiles couldn't 
use canoes. |

Soma ware built bare and albars ware hurriedly 
daspalchad from Nova Scotia, until the fleet 
wmbrrad rlosa to IM. Evan. Saa Francisce 
wanted a piece af the proflu aad transferred 
M-hoaners from United Stales regisiry to British, 
as they ware assured of better ppo t acti o n. spe¬ 
cially after Russia, sold Alaska to the Unitad 
Stoles for $7 millton. lha Amaricant tbaughi 
they bad bought lha Bering San. 

AT THE OtTSET. Iba Victoria schooners 
did not venture loo far offshore and managed to 
get fair catches aol far from Cape Flattery. But 
lha seals became wary aad. as the herds hacaorc 
smaller, they kept still farther away. They had, 
however, to make their swing around lha PaciTic 
and gH bock to the Pribilofs in Uma to drliver 
Iheir pups in Iba spring of the year. The schoo¬ 
ners put out from Victoria during January and 
sat courses for the Cattfonia coast, where 1^ 
encountered the herds cotning acram from 
Japan aad followed them north until they en¬ 
ter^ Bering Sea. 

The first Victoria schooner to rater lha 
Bering Sea and challange the authority af lha 
Alaslto Commercial COn^ny to lake IM.tM 
skins a year in that extensive waterway, was the 
CHy af Saa Diego, cormneoded by lha vancnre- 
some Dan McLean, in IMD he slipped through 
Unimak Pass in the Aleutians and picked up 
more than SM skins, as well as encoimlaring 
polar bears, which were shot and* the beauhfui 
skins brouRhl here. '

The Canadian sanlars 
ware engaged in a peaceful occu p atton when lha 
CsrwW swooped dasni an them, took pm sesn lon 
of ibair sc h oon ers , turned part af their men 
adriffsovaral hundred miles from their homes, 
wilbont food or sbeiler; while other masters aad 
males of the cpplnred vessels ware throws into 
prison and flnM. 

“One af the unfortunates. CapL Ogilvia 
never reuirnad. Ha was an old man and had 
spent most of Ms life to Britlab Cohunbia. and. 
bring naturally prond-spiritad, ohnI not reallring 
the way to which the world would regard Ms 
imprisaamant, he worried and broaiM over 
wrongs, nnlil, when released, be became a rav¬ 
ing maniac, wandered tolo the woods and 
perivhad from exposure. 

"The Uailed Stoles government wMck thus 
indirectly murdered pear CapL Ogflvie. dM not 
ronfiae Hs operattoas to Canadian sealers but 
wanted no interfetence with Ihe tolerests af the 
Alaska Commercial by sMpa fly ing the Ameri¬ 
can flag. The schooners sailed were W miles eff- 
shore. "

The volmie also includes a quote from 
James G. Swaa, of Port Townsend. Wash., who 
kept records for N years, with a dose watch on 
the sealmg todusl^. In those days Pert Toww- 
sewd, occupied a similar posltioo an Puget Sound 
to Ihm of Victaria on tMs side of the line. It was 
the first port of call, Ihe centre of the lumbering 
industry and its waterfront was rrowded with 
••ailiag vessela. loadiag and mdoadlng. 

Swan wrole:'T consider our (United Slates) 
laws regarding fur seals as a monumental hum¬ 
bug sytora, toaugarated sateiy for Ihe bonefit af 
the Alasha Commercial Company and their suc- 
resisom, (he present lessees of the Pribilof Is¬ 
lands and not for Ihe public good. It Is true Ibe 
gosernment derives a rent from the'lessees af 
thoscJslands, hut when loqked atghr expmsr of 
maintoinhig a fleet of armed vessels as a police 
patrol aad the expense of Htigatioa aad^ sums 
of money to be paid to Canadian vessels for 
unlawfni selrure. all Ihe vaunted benefits of the 
lease of the Prifatlaf Islands, dwindles into Insig- 
niftcance aad the credit side of the govenuneni 
ledger presents a sorry sigM." 

THAT "MNUtV SIGHT' was oot realized. 
When the reaction to the United Stoles offensive 
actioa was fully understood by WasMngton, die 
authorities spoke to Britain, which was still 
supervising Canada's operatioas. The upshot 
was aa ag w e on t. knoww as a "modus vivendi.” 
was signed to Washtogton on June a. IWI. 
Washii«Um agreed to pay MM,«M to Ibe Cana 
dton sealers as campeasatton for their wUful 
acts sgatoat t hem. When the matter Whs pre¬ 
sented to the U.& Senate h refused to ga atong 
and the Canadians didn't receive a cem. 

News af ths “modus viveadi” calmed Ihe 
rears of our sealing totereata and to IWSa total af 
« schosoers were deapslched from Victoria, 
mcludiag a docen new awes which bustied out 
from Nova Scotia to get to on Ihe harvest. 
However, a surprise move by Ihe U& resulted to 
seixnre of the supply ship Coguftlam by Ihe 
Chrwta. 

CagalUam had rendesvouaed with local 
schoone r s, picfciiig up Meto catches, aad provid- 
tog them with req u ired topplles. including am- 
nautilton. The pretext for the seizure was ''Ca- 
qailfnm had entered a harhor of Ihe United 
Stotes, not a part of ontiy. srithoul a customs 
permit aad had transferred cargo to vtoialioa of

imiveruty. Some vanled K lo be caUed Kiag's 
CoMege, bill Ibe title of Victoria Collexe was 
(iaaUy derided upon. However, the cbokc of a 
une was tbe least of Ibe troubles for, ia laiS. to 
Ibe boiTor aad iHsmay of all those wiM bad 
worted for a major seal of feamiax to be ceatred 
id Victoria, tbe commissioa set ap for Ibe pur¬ 
pose anooufired that they bad decided upoa 
PobM Grey ia Vancouver as the best site for the 
future university of British Columbta. 

This was indeed a tremendous blow, and 
educathatolists here were aaUirally heartbro- 
kea. Not only was tbe city lo be denied a 
university, but actually for a period of five years 
it even kM its roflepe- 

It was not umQ IS2t that Ibe coilepe was 
re-establisbed, and ia 1121 it moved iido Craig- 
darroeb Castle, offering first and second year 
work. 

CBAIGDAKROCB WA.S to remain its borne 
until after the Second World War, when rapMly 
uH'reasing oambers made a further move im¬ 
perative. By IPW tbe number of students had 
swelled from the original seven to some <M 
which prompted tbe move lo tbe oM Normal 
School oa Lansdowwe. 

So. with all Ibe upheavals which occurred 
from lime to lime in the formation of tbe Uaiver- 
sity of Victoria — n Web did not come about 
finalbr until ItO — it is hardly to be wondered at 
that Edward Savannah did not attempt to obtain 
bis higher educalioo here, indeed, he rooM not 
even have started since bis subject was chemis¬ 
try and the early college offered only arts. 

However, with two degrees lo his credit, 
Sav annah came back to Victoria College to leach 
in 1«M. and though Ibe college was at that lime 
still in Craigdarroch Castle, yet certainly not all 
lectures were held there. I have been able to'ulfc 
to a number of Savannah's students, and from 
them 1 learn that when chemistry labs and lec¬ 
tures came up, students bad to walk over from 
Craigdarroch to Vktoria High School where 
Savannah held Us classes. 

IT RA.S BEE.N interesting to talk to those 
who studied under this man. for every one of 
them, I found, remember him as a very human 
person, as well as a fine teacher. A man who 
seemed to love Ms students and also one with a 
keen sense of humor and a ready laugh. 

In Ibe early days af his teacUng. Savannah 
not only followed bis academic career, but be 
also for some lime ran his late father's toinrss. 
Indeed, ^though at the lime of his death he was 


a.ssistant professor of chemistry at Victoria Col- 
lege, an obituary written of Um at that lime, 
noted that he had been well known here not only 
in educational circles but In business circles as 
well because of bis earlier connectioo with the 
well known Savannah Studios. His widow tells 
me now that ail Us life he continued to be keenly 
interested in photography. 

A busy man indeed. In fact, even marriage 
for him seems to have been delayed as it was not 
until September of IKS that he married bis 
young wife, Vvonne Prances WiUsie. who be¬ 
fore her marriage was a nurse in Victeria and 
w ho also at one time had done a few lllnstrations 
for Tbe /.slander. Of this marriage two little girts 
were bora, Anne, tbe elder, aad Jane. They were 
stiH very small vrhen their father so tra^ally 
died, aad it was this little family which prompted 
the sympathetic wonder as to what would be¬ 
come of them. 


MlOi BAS INDEED happened to them 
since then, but oa the whole it would teem that 
their lives have fallen ia pleasant places. They 
have travelled widely, aometimes by tramp 
steamer, and have visH^ many lands, for three 
years after her busbnad’s death, Tvoane Savan¬ 
nah took her cUldren to Switierlaad for health 
reasons, and here the two small girls attended 
school. Later, they moved to Yorkshire, in Eng¬ 
land where again the girls attended schoal while 
their mother went back to nursing for a spell. 

Then, from YorksUre, back to' Europe 
where th^ toured around by car aad enjoyed 
such sights as watcUag the famous Lipassaner 
horses perform, and where also they were rather 
frighteningly involved to a riot In Amsterdam, 
before leaving for Canada once more for a visit. 

At that tiase. they did not pot down rooto 
here again, but nw^ instead to Brrmuilt 
where it was their intention to settle permanent¬ 
ly, and where Yvonne returned again to aursiitg 
while the girls cootioaed their schooliog. 

However, after some yean Yvonne Savan¬ 
nah felt that the wanted her daaghters lo coh- 
tinoe their education ia Canada, to back thgy 
came — net, strangely enough to Victoria, but to 
Calgary where Anne aad Jane attended U^ 
school. Anne completed Ugh school there add 
went oa to nuiversity. Jane aad her mother, 
however, ret ur ned to England, where Jane at-, 
tended a girls' school ia the Isle of Wight add 
where Mrs. Savannah remarried, becomiog 
Yvonne Howard. 


LEAVING JANE at her boarding school, the . 
Howards went to Bermuda where they woe 
unfortunate enough to arrive Jidt two days prior 
to the assassinaUra of the Governtr, Sir Richard 
Sharpies. Gertaiaiy, M would seem, that distur- 
banees and trouhle had a way of occorriag In die 
vldnity of the San annah family since when they 
had first hm in Bermuda they had been caught 
hi a bad riot there in IMP. 

In dne course, EraesI and Yvorme Howard 
yeluraed to Engla^ but very shortly afterward 
Mrs. Howard was once more widowed, and in 
IP7t she and her daughter returnrd to Calgary 
where Jasie Joined Anne.al the I'nivrrdty of 
Calgary. 

TMK IeaB it would seem that life in ^me 
respects has come almost full circle, for iWs 
June. Auue Savannah — bow Mrs. Douglas 
Hansen — gradnaled from university wM a 
B.Se. in chemistry. Like her father before her, 
•be intends to go oa to graduate studies. 

Her younger sister, Jane; who is still at 
■uhersMy, is majoring in psychology, though 
this summer, foBowing the family tradiUon for 
travel, Jane ha.« gone off to visit Russia. The 
girls' mother. Hn. Howard, has meantbne re- 
inraed to Victoria where she is once again 
aursing. 

One cannal help thinking that Ed Savaiuuh. 
tbe maa for whom tbe Edward J. Savannah 
Memorial Advanced Chemistry Laboratory was 
aamed here at l^ic would have been more than 
r o wleu t wilb Us daughters and what they have 
achieved so far, for as Us daughters aad alto as 
vt u d e u to they would have been especially dear to 
Um. 

PollowiBgMs death. Art Stott wrote at him in 
November. IIPI; "He w&s a friend, quiet in 
company, but gifted with the ability to encour¬ 
age young people to better effort and to a fuller 
understan d ing af themselves. He built confi¬ 
dence in Us students by a simple appreciation of 
ibeir abilities. Ed's loi^ face could break iiUo a 
smile tkot was almost a grin, and sometaow,. 
because af k, the task ahead did not seen quite 
to Insurmaantable.'* 

So this was the maa — a ualive bora and 
beloved Victorian — who was very mock a pan - 
at our growing waiversity. and wb^ two dangh- 
lers are now following in his academic foofoleps. 
May they da as well aad hr. in their lime, m writ 
loved us he wos. 
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upioor, because H wrecked a good sea-seu in 
wUck Pi2 whites and SM IndUus had been 
engaged. Much of the season's catch had been 
placed aboard Coqn/tiam and when tbe ahip's 
papers were examined a list of all schooners 
which had placed skias oa It, were examined and 
were liable to seinire. 

The Canadian skippers resorted to lougk 
actfou, even to shaaghai procedure of tbe 
marshalls placed abo^ Ifarir ships. The fastest 
seboo n ers outsailed the revenue cutters and 
escaped and others simply placed Ibeir huoters. 
with guns at tbe ready, on deck and gave the 
marshals the choice af leaving or going to sea. 
There Were many uncomfortable siluations. 

When the next season's preparaliom were 
being made in Victoria, the owners decided to 
pass up Bering Sen and to descend upon the 
Kommaader Islands, ia the Sea af Okhotok, a 
breeding ground oa the other sMe of the PmHfic, 
in hope af ftadifig it more friendly. The Japanese 
and Russians bad been operating there for some 
years. 

It was evident that further steps most be 
token to soften the caofUct betvreen Ibe aggres¬ 
sive Canadian capuins and the aatoeralic ac¬ 
tion of the revenue cutters. On April i, UM, a 
Joiat aimouDcement was made by Great Brttaia 
and United States. It included guidelines for 
further sealing. 

When Ibe schooners put to sea the crews 
were in high spirits, but they had to bile another 
bullet — falling prices. The total catch af the 
Victoria fleet was M,47t aad was obtained by 
l.tW sealers, who, when in Beriag Sea, bad to be 
sure that all firearms were sealed as only spears 
could be legally used. It was surprisiag how may 
skins were rh^ed with bullet holes in them. 

BY THE TL'BN of Ibe century it was ap¬ 


parent tbe seal herds had shrank. In IMl Ibe 
Victoria Sealiug Co. sent X vesseto la sea and 
(hey brought in NJC skins. The faOowiug year 
the company sent U schoone r s owl aud the catA 
toUlled but LUS skfos. The next three seasogs 
found a slight improvement; the catches beiim 
8.M1; 8,237; aad 8,57(; but in UM tbe catch haU 
fallen to 8424. 

Nine boats brought home 2488 skfos in I8B 
and four boala report in with 1438 skfos fo 1888. 

It was evident fo the four countries sealing Si 
tbe North Pacific that something had to be dW 
to prevent the extermination of the herds aad Ibf 
end of Ihe once prosperons iadnstiy. 

Japan, Russia, United States aad Britain 
held a couference and la Ull Ihe Pelagic Sealfoji 
Treaty was signed, ending sealing. 

IT WAS DECIDED that Ibe UUted SUIes, 
wUch owned tbe PriMlofs, wooM supervise the 
rookeries aad take upwards af 1M.8M teals 
aamsally, vrith Cauada receh iug X per eewl of 
the net income, which ia Ihe X years since Use 
signiig, has amosuited to a tidy sum and of vrhich 
Ottawa says little. Some of the descewdeuts here 
of the hanty sealers nrbo estabIHhed the fodus- 
Iry. feel some af this revenue should be'paid to 
them. 

When the Victoria Sealing Cn. held an auc¬ 
tion sale of itsves.sels on June 28, 1912, in hope of 
recovering some of its fovnlment, (here were no 
bidders. Some were ia poor condilioa aad spent 
(he rest of their days at aovhnr in Esquiraah 
harbor or near Point EUko Bridge. A few Joined 
the fishing fieqc 

In order to satisfy the cries of (be sealiug 
industry tbe Cauadiaa Goverument ia 1813 ap. 
pointed a rommisshner, Mr. Justice Audetle of 
Quebec, to hear compUiuts and lo adjudicate 
' claims. The hearings were lengthy and produced 


some wild elaims. some good stories and mush 
komor. 

I had been covering tbe aratorfranl for my 
newspaper for three years when Justice Audetle 
held Us bearings, and. even wrote some of Ibe 
minor briefs for sealers who were friends at 
mine, so I was assi^ied to sit fo on tbe hearings.

“yiaanick also may think Ihe same plan an 
easy one of raising revenue. 

"The Oak Bay officials hint (hat if Ihc 
I'slsiing bylaw is declared ultra vires they will 
erect loll gates. 

“THEN WE SliPPOhE Esquimau will later 
do the same. 

"Probably Saanich will not. because there 
arc too many roads lhal would have lo be 
w atched, and we think that Saanich may be left 
out of consideraiion. either in respect to a license 
or a loll gate for (hat reaaun. 

•'The way lo solve the problem |»re*enled by 
Oak Bay, and certain to be followed by Esqui 
malt, h td extend the limlls of Vlcloria, so as lo 
lake in those suburba. 

“W* know, that this suggestion will be mcl 
with protests, and we will be toM lhal Vlcloria 
made a mistake some years ago by extending Us 
limits, and that It would be foolish to do It again. 

“The interrsls of (he resident* of Victoria. 
Oak Bay and Saanich are so closely tdenllfied 
lhal they can be belter handled under one urg» 
ni/allon than three, to it is nol now too soon lo 
begin to think a little about a Greater Victoria."
